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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


-------------- 


The increase of patients in this institution has been from опе 
hnndred and twenty-two, on the 30th day of November, 1878, to 
one hundred and ninety-two, on the 30th day of November, 1880, 
_nearly sixty per cent. The present building will not accommo- 
date more than two hundred patients with comfort and safety, 
and in order to provide for the constant increase in this unfortu- 
nate class of our population, more room will be required long 
| before it can be built, and, in my opinion, provisions for this 
purpose should be made at as early day as possible. This can 
be done without extra taxation, as the money in the State treas- 
ury received from counties for boarding patients, together with 
the amount that will probably be received from same source by 
the time а building could be completed, will be sufficient to ас- 
commodate the demand for at least two years more. 

The appropriations made by the fifteenth session of the legisla- 
ture for the erection of two wings and other improvements were 
all expended i in accordance with the provisions of said act, and 
the two wings of the building extended in such & manner that 
the hospital wil now accommodate nearly twice the num- 
ber of patients that it would before. The danger from fire has 
been greatly diminished by the substitution of gas in place of oil . 
lamps; also by connecting hose in each ward with the tanks on 
top of the building. New iron tanks have been provided in place 
of the old wooden ones that had become worn out and unservice- 
able. New furniture provided for the patients’ rooms and wards, 
and new water closets furnished for each ward. One new boiler 
had to be added to the heating capacity of the building in order 
to furnish qufficient steam to heat the building with the increased 
surface. The present system of heating this institution’ is very 
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expensive, and I have been informed by those well versed in the 
different systems for heating large buildings, that enough could 
be saved in the cost of fuel alone, in two years, to pay the ex- 
. pense of having the present system changed fo a low pressure, 
besides being.more safe and less expensive for repairs and labor. 

The appropriations for running expenses made by the last leg- 
islature will probably pay the expenses, with the exception of 
board and elothing, in which item the Superintendent estimates 
‘a deficiency of one thousand dollars. This is owing to the rise 
in price of groceries, provisions, and clothing; also to the increase 
of patients above the number estimated when the appropriations 
were made. 

Every effort has been made to keep the expenses within the 
amount appropriated, and at the same time give the patients 
such attention, food, and clothing as was required to keep them 
safe and comfortable. In this we have succeeded, except in the 
one item above mentioned. | 

The accompanying report of Superintendent Mathewson is 
complete, and gives in full the transactions of the institution for 
the last two years. It also contains several suggestions as to im- 
provements needed in and about the buildings and grounds, all 
of which is hereby submitted, with the recommendation that they 
be duly eonsidered, and such action taken as may be deemed for 
the best interest of the institution and state.

To the Board of Publie Lands and Buildings : 


Gentlemen: I hereby respectfully submit the following report 
of the Nebraska Hospital for the Insane, for the two years end- 
ing Nov. 80, 1880. 

During the period the general health of the household has 
been comparatively good, and the percentage of recoveries fully 
equal to the average of former years; the rate ‚ОЁ mortality has 
been correspondingly low. 

At the date of the last repart (Nov. 30, 1818), there were pres- ' 
ent in the hospital one hundred and twenty (120) patients sixty- 
nine (69) males, and fifty-one (51) females. 

During the two years there were received two hundred and 
thirty-one (231) patients; one hundred and fifty-four (154) males, 
and eighty-seven (87) females. There have been discharged du- . 
ring that time one hundred and fifty-eight (158) patients; one 
hundred and nine (109) males, and forty-nine (49) females; leav- 
ing in the hospital, Nov. 30, 1880, one hundred and ninety-three 
(198) patients; one hundred and four (104) males, and eighty- 
nine (89) females. 

It will be seen by the above statement: that the number of 
males received;has been largely in excess,of the females—nearly 
two to one—yet at the end of the two years, the actual increase 
in numbers has been in favor of the females. The percentage us 
their increase has been double that of the males. 

‚ Of those discharged, eighty-six (86) persons were restored. to 
mental health; fifty-seven (57) males, and twenty-nine (29) Ё- . 
males. Twenty-one (21) males and eight (8) females were dis- 
charged improved; four (4) males and one (1) female, ав not 
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insane; and twenty-nine (29)—twenty (20) males and nine (9) 
females—have died during the two years. 

The average number of inmates during the year ending Nov. 
80, 1879, was one hundred and thirty-eight (188). Of the whole 
number treated—two hundred and thirty-seven (287)—the recov- , 
eries were eighteen (18) per cent, and,the deaths six (6) рег“ 
cent, 

The average number for the year ending Nov. 30, 1880, has 
been one hundred and seventy-five (175) patients ; and the whole 
number treated, two hundred and seventy-four (274). The recov- 
eries during the year have been sixteen (16) per cent, and Ше. 
deaths five and one-half (54) per cent of the whole number 
treated. 

The recoveries have been mostly from the recent cases—very 
few cures taking place among those with whom the disease has 
existed for a longer period than one year. As the institution 
becomes older, and the incurable сйвев accumulate, the percent 
age of recoveries must necessarily diminish. 

During the last two years we have been able to receive all pa- 
tients entitled to the benefits of the institution, without delay. 
Urgent appeals have frequently been made to gain admittance 
for feeble-minded children. Many of this class are at times un- 
manageable, furnishing a pretext for adjudging them insane; and 
while an insane asylum is manifestly an unsuitable place for 
them, they are objects of public charity, and I trust an institu- 
tion will soon be organized for their proper care and instruction. 

All information concerning the movements of the population 
and management of the institution, for the last two years, as far 
as practicable, will be found in the following tabulated state- 
ments. 

The reports of the Steward and Matron will furnish informa- 
tion relating totheir respective departments.

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IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 


The improvements made during the last two years have been 
quite extensive and satisfactory. The institution has been sup- 
plied with gas, furnishing a more cheerful light and doing away 
with oil lamps, and thereby relieving us of much anxiety from 
fear of fire. | 


The most important improvement has been the extension of 
the north and south wings of the main building each fifty-eight 
and one-half feet in length and three stories in height, increasing 
the capacity of the hospital by seventy-eight rooms. 


These additions have been substantially and tastefully built, 
and furnished with the best quality of hospital furniture. The 
cost of this structure, with water supply, steam heating, and gas 
lighting apparatus, and furniture complete, has been thirty-five 
thousand dollars. 

Included in the furnishing is a steam boiler, for heating pur- 
poses, and three large iron tanks, for the storage of water, in the 
roof, for the daily use of the hospital, as well ав a precautionary 
measure in case of accident from fire. Hose has also been sup- 
plied and fire plugs placed in every part of the building, and in 
this respect the arrangements are very complete. | 


The cost of the new wings, unfurnished, has been about twen- . 


ty-five thousand dollars, an average of three hundred dollars per 
patient for the number they were designed to accommodate. 


The average expense for building asylums for the insane, 
throughout the country, has been estimated to be at the rate of 
eleven hundred dollars per patient. Some have cost as high as 
three thousand dollars to the patient. 

The Nebraska hospital for the insane, as it now stands, has 
cost one hundred and sixty-five thousand dollars, an average of 
about eight hundred and fifty dollars per patient for the number 
it was intended to accommodate. As its capacity for patients is 
increased the per capita cost will diminish, but it is not probable 
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that any more room can beso economically furnished as that just’ 
completed for some time to come. 

The laundry has been rebuilt, but is still too small for the 
needs of the hospital, and an extension of the building and the 
supplying of machinery for doing the washing are necessary re- 
quirements. 

Among the minor improvements has been the enclosing of two 
airing parks for patients, and the planting out of several hundred 
fruit trees and a variety of fruit-bearing shrubs and vines. The 
ice-house has been increased in capacity to double the former 
size, furnishing storage room for two hundred tons of ice. A 
new corn crib has been built, of two thousand bushels capacity, 
to replace the one destroyed by the.storm, and a variety of lesser 
improvements, made necessary from the increased capacity of the 
hospital and for the protection and preservation of the property. . 


MORE ROOM. 


The question presenting itself for your consideration 1 is, what 
course is to be pursued to furnish room for the increase of pa- 
tients during the next two years. А+ the present time there are 
one hundred and ninety-three кын! in the hospital, filling it 
to its utmost capacity. 

During the last two years there were two hundred and thirty- 
one (231) patients received—ninety-six (96) in excess of the two 
previous years. At this rate we may expect to be called upon to 
provide for at least three hundred and twenty-five (825) patients. 
With the increase of population it is more probable the number 
of applications will reach four hundred (400). From the two 
hundred and thirty-one (231) patients received the increase to the 
hospital has been seventy-three (73). "We cannot expect the in- 
crease for the next two years to be less than one hundred (100) 
patients. 

There ean be no controversy ‘as to the duty of the State in 
providing for the insane, as an act of humanity as well as for the 
public safety. In case more room is not provided, the care of the

During the past eleven months the per capita cost of support- 
ing the hospital has been three-dollars and forty-five cents $3.45) 
per week—a lower rate than for any previous year since the open- 
ing of the institution, as shown by а comparative statement of 
the relative weekly expense for the last ten years, оп. шошо 
page of this report. 

The estimate for the current expense of the present fiscal year 
was based upon an average of one hundred and sixty (160) pa- 
tients; but the average number during the first eight months of 
the year has been one hundred and а (181); сопве- 
quently there will Бе a deficiency. 

The weekly expenditures for board and clothing of patients, 
and board for officers and employees, during the last eleven 
months, has been one dollar and eleven cents ($1.11) per capita. 
At this rate, and with the present number in the hospital (280), 
during the next four (4) months, the unexpended amount of the 
appropriation for board and clothing will amount to ninety (90) 
cents per week per capita—a deficiency of twenty-one (21) cents 
per week, whieh will amount to about one thousand dollars 
($1,000). 


FARM AND GARDEN. 


The produets of the farm and garden, for the last two years, 
have been reasonably good. There has been harvested seven 
thousand bushels of corn, seven hundred bushels of oats, sixteen ' 
hundred bushels of potatoes, and one hundred and forty: tons of 
hay. 

Thirty-four thousand gallons of milk have been supplied to the 
hospital, and five thousand pounds of pork. 

Тре garden has furnished an abundant supply of vegetables of 
almost every variety grown in this climate. | 

One hundred acres of prairie have been- broken upon the farm 
and put under cultivation. The cows have been increased in 
number from seven to fifteen, and the young stock from four to 
fifteen. Enough has been sold from the products of the farm to 
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pay for the hired farm labor and all farm machinery and imple- ғ 
ments purchased during the past two years. 

A detailed account of all: transactions in this departmeht will 
be found in the Steward's report. One of the most important 
considerations in connection with the farm is the amount of in- 
vigorating employment it furnishes to the patients. Useful em- 
ployment is far more beneficial in its inffuence than any form of 
passive exercise. 

Amusements and entertainments are useful and necessary ad- 
junets to the treatment of the i insane; but nothing can supply 
the place of useful employment.

The providing for the proper care and treatment for this class 
of people is one of the greatest of modern charities, and should 
be faithfully and intelligently administered. How well we have 
succeeded in our efforts we leave for your consideration. 

During the period included in this report, there has been an 
entire change of the resident officers of the hospital. Dr. 8. B. 
McGlumphy resigned his position as assistant physician May 15, 
1879, to accept the appointment of superintendent of the insane 
asylum at Yankton, Dakota Territory. This vacancy was supplied - 
August 1,1879, by the appointment of Dr. John T. Hay, of Falls 
City. Mr. L. F. Taylor, of Norfolk, Nebraska, has occupied the 
position of steward to the hospital since July1,1879. Mrs. S. 
M. Daily, who had held the position of matron for several years, 
voluntarily resigned her position December 1, 1879, for the pur- 
pose of retiring from active life and returning home again to as- 
sume her domestic duties. 

The position this made vacant has been occupied by Mrs. Ada 
Lowry since February 1, 1880. 

Although inexperienced in hospital life, each, by their willing 
co-operation, have rendered most efficient service, and I cheerfully 
acknowledge my obligations. The same expression is due to 
others occupying leading positions, and to the employees gener- 
ally much credit is due for whatever success has attended оог * 
labors. |
